Much misunderstanding about admission 
to the Paris exhibition seems to exist 
among some of the authorities of the sev- 
eral States. Positively, no articles will 
be entered or read at the exhibition ex- 
cept those for which application shall have 
been duly filed with and accepted by tbe 
General Agent at New York, J. C. Derby, 
Times Building, No. 40 Park Row. All 
applications, therefore, should be prompt- 
ly forwarded to him, as he is requested to 
have the descriptive catalogue ready by 
the 15th of next month. Although the 
present list of applications promises an 
excellent exhibition in several groups, it 
is deficient in a few important particulars, 
such as rich furnishing upholstery and 
decorative work, crystals and rich patterns 
of carpets, wall papers, cutlery, bronzes, 
ike., cotton and its products, wool and its 
products, fleeces of wool, shawls 6f wool, 
hosiery, Ac., plans ntid models of rural 
buildings, fertilizing substances, appara- 
tus and instruments for bunting. 

Judging by the great number of claims 
that are tlailv received at the office of the 
Postmaster-General, those who believe 
themselves to be entitled to bounty allow- 
ance under the act of July 28, 1866. enter- 
tain the impression that much will be 
gained by securing the entrance of their 
claims to file in the office at the earliest 
possible day. The wise and the prudent 
among them will defer remitting their 
claims and papers to the authorities here 
until they learn the nature and require- 
ment of the regulations which are to gov- 
ern the payment of the claims. These 
regulations may naturally affect the char- 
acter and forms of application, in which 
c-asc the last claims received will most 
probably be the first settled, while those 
already on file may need to be returned 
for necessary changes. Nothing is gained 
to the claimants, but ou the contr.iry 
much time may be lost, and examinations 
and coupon cl nines be greatly hindered by 
over-haste in submitting them for file. 

Congress has provided free transporta- 
tion to Paris for goods and show-cases in 
which to exhibit goods at the exhibition, 
as well as competent officers and guards 
to take care of them. 

Last year $54,000 were set a part to poy 
the expenses of the Commission sent to 
hold conferences, and negotiate with the 
Indian tribes west of the Arkansas.

To the Edi tor* <J the Louisville Journal : 
Tbo ■! rtilrnr* which for three weeks 
has been aeonrgring our city, appears now 
to be on the decline. On Thursday and 
Friday of last week, it reached its culmi- 
nating point, since which time it has been 
receding;, sullenly and reluctantly it is 
true, but still receding There has been 
great difficulty in arriving at facts with 
regard to the present epidemic. The city 
government is in the hands of ineompe 
tent persons, and although anticipated, no 
adequate provision had been made for the 
emergency. So loosely and imperfectly 
have affairs Iteeti managed, that it has 
been not only difficult but even impossible 
to ascertain with certainty the statistic* of 
the prevailing mortality. As nearly as 
may now be conjectured, fully one hun 
dred and fifty persons during last week 
died dailv of cholera in St. Louis, and on 
Thursday and Friday, the number scarcely 
fell short of two hundred for either day. 
Since then, however, we may safely an 
nounce the mortality has been diminish- 
ing On yesterday, the interments in five 
of the principal oeaetcrics^ amounted to 
one hundred and ten Alloa ing two-third - 
of these to be cholera cases, we have a total 
of se v e n ty -four. To these the interments 
in the City Cemetery, which may be esti- 
mated at (saj twenty, are to be added, 
which will make the total number of 
deaths yesterday from cholera ninety* 
four, which we suppose to be about the 
true number. This shows a decided de- 
crease from last wee-k, and is evidence 
that the disease is declining. As is usaa 1 
on all occasions of general panic, much 
unnecessary alarm has prevailed, ami 
many timid persons have been frightened 
not only out of their wits, but out of the 
city. It is computed that since the epi- 
demic commenced not less than twenty 
thousand persons have fled from their 
home6, and still the exodus continues 
Yesterday all the trains going eastward 
were crowded, and it required all of forty 
omnibuses to convey the frightened to tin- 
trains that left at three o clock in the af- 
ternoon. But this cannot continue much 
longer, and with the subsidence of the ep- 
idemic the public will quickly recover its 
propriety. 

One singular feature in the present epi- 
demic has forced itself upon attention 
Heretofore in all previous visitations of 
the cholera, from 1*32 to the present 
time, women and children have en- 
joyed comparative exemption from | 
its attacks; while the present epiden it, i 
with most reprehensible lack of gallantry, i 
has chosen to select its greatest number 
of victims from these two least offending 
classes. In this city the number of adult 
females who have perished of the disease 
far exceeds that of males, while of chil- 
dren the proportion has lieen unprece- | 
dentedly great Physicians acknowledge 
this change of direction which the epi- 
demic has assumed, hut of course can uo 
more account for the vagaries of cholera 
than for the idiosyucracies of its victims. 

Political affairs in this State seem to be 
as little amenable to law and order a- 
rpidcmics. The Radicals have the power, 
and from present appearances mean to 
maintain it. Repeated outrages and 
threatened assumptions on the part of 
the party in power, induced the Con- 
servatives to appeal to the Chief 
Executive of the nation for redress and 
for protection The result of which was 
Gen Sherman s mission to the State, and 
his interview with Gov Fletcher. whiclT 
amounted to no great deal, so far as has been 
revealed, for immediately after it. Gov. 
Fletcher published his proclamation, 
wherein he receded not a particle from the 
arbitrary grounds he had assumed prior ! 
to the interview. Now comes Mr. C. D. 
Drake, the reputed father of the new Rad- i 
teal Constitution, the cause of ail the 1 
trouble, before the people in this morn- | 
ing s Democra'. and says, ‘If Mr. Andy j 
Johnson presumes to interfere with die , 
local affair- of this State, he does so at 
his peril that the Registration act, and ■ 
all the other laws to which exception has 
been taken, shall be enforced, and that | 
“the President and all his officers might 
as well know at once, that there will be I 
dead bodies. and a good many of them to j 
march over, before such a game of wliole- 
saleoand lawless usurpation can be sue- ;

Tlie liintr of Prussia*)* Speerli. 

[From the LgipIoii Post, August rt.‘ 

It ia rarely that it fulls to the lot of a 
sovereign to meet bis Parliament under 
circumstances so auspicious as those under 
which the King of Prussia yesterday con- 
vened the Chambers at l> hn. ITuAied 
v. :th victory, returning from a bat tie S eld 
rich in fruits the value of which even he 
cannot as yet realize, he is enabled to con- 
grotulati his people on having secured a 
position in Europe which but a few weeks 
s.nc- would have been pronounced unat- 
tainable by the majority of thinking men. 
Even Frederick the Great, at the close of 
his life of warfare, did not effect such 
changes in the kingdom which he received 
from his father ns those which William has 
brought about in that which but a few 
years since devolved on him on the death 
of his brother. From being a kingdom 
Prussia lias within the present year been 
coverted into an empire. From being a 
single State she has become the center of 
a confederation which, except in name, 
will be completely and exclusively Prus- 
sian From being n purely military Power, 
she ha- become, if not a naval one, at 
least a Power with nil the means and all 
her opportunities for securing a position 
on the seas proportionate iti impor- 
tance to that which she now 
holds on the continent of Europe 
She has, by her prowess, realized what has 
hitherto been an apparently idle dream, 
namely, a united Germany: nay, more, 
she has succeeded in making that united 
Gei many identical with herself She has 
seen her territories largely extended, her 
influence increased, and what is, 
perhaps, more gratifying than all, 
the pride and greatness of her only- 
rival humbled in the dust. All this 
has been effected within the past few 
months, and to a certain extent in spite of 
herself and of her people. The war in 
which, bt/ the a' l rice of his Minister, the 
Prussian King phnigetl. ,ras wt popular 
v ith II, c nation. But it has been success- 
ful, and a people are not slow to look with 
favor on a war from which they gain great 
advantages. The military ardor of the 
Prussian nation became excited as soon 
a> the first shot was fired, and the people 
forgot tlu-ir privnte differences with their 
Sovereign in the pre.-enee of a foreign 
enemy. And hence it happens that, not- 
withstanding the discouraging circum- 
stances under which the King has parted 
with his Parliament, he has met it now 
confident of a favorable reception. The 
victories of the past mouth have caused 
all the differences between the Crown and 
the subject to be entirely forgotton. 

A great portion of the speech from the 
throne consists in an appeal to the 
Chambers to IA by-goues be by -gone*. 

T he finances of the country are in a satis- 
factory condition notwithstanding the 
pressure Occasioned bv the war, “large 
sums having been paid out of the State 
revenues and existing balances, without 
imposing on the country any other burden 
than that of furnishing the supplies in 
kind for war purposes it is houn l to pro- 
vide hy law.” The further granting of 
these supplies until the army is again re- 
duced within the limits of a peace estab- I 
lishment is confidently anticipated hy the 
King. As for the budget, he hopes that 



si me arrangement mav be comp to be- | 

tween his Ministers and the Chambers 
with the view of providing for the ex- 
penses of the State in the manner pre- 
scribed by the constitution. For the pa-t 
few years, no such arrangement having 
been come to, the government “was com- 
pelled to i arry on tlu* budget without this 
legal basis,” this duly "haying become one 
of those inevitable necessities which, in 
the interests of the country, a govern- 
ment cannot and must not he-'lt:ite to 
adopt.' This is certainly a very mild way 
of saying that a government has. in de- 
fiance «f the constitution, taxed the peo- 
ple without the consent of Parliament. In 
order to eb-ar the way for that satisfactory 
financial arrangement which lie antici- 
pates, the King proposes to tiic Chambers 
to pas? an act of indemnity for all that has 
passed: and in order to reconcile them to 
this course, he reminds tlu m that there 
w ill be the less chance in future oi a con- 
flict between the government and the 
Parliament, “as the political positon of 
the Fatherland will admit ot extension of 
the frontiers of the State and the estab- 
lishment of n united federal army under 
the leadership ot Prussia, the cost of 
which will be borne in equal proportions 
by all the members of the confederation. 

It remains to be seen whether the liberal 
party in Prussia will nc content to absolve 
Count Bismarck and his colleagues, but if 
there was any reasonable anticipation that 
henceforth the King would be content with 
the ro’e of a constitutional monarch, we 
think that it would be the best course they 
could adopt. The King certainly could 
not have addresses! this request to his Par- 
liament at a more opportune time.
